What was it like for McIntire to work for Elias Has- 
ket Derby, one of the richest men in America? 


Derby recognized McIntire’s natural artistic ability 
early on in his carving career and began commis- 
sioning houses and ship carvings from him. Derby 
ran such a large operation that he worked with many 
artists, but the family formed a special, lifelong rela- 
tionship with McIntire. This patronage gave McIntire 
unending work from one family, and he worked with 
the Derbys up until his death in 1811. 


When the Derby Mansion in Salem was razed in 
1815, the community lost a considerable trove 
of McIntire’s carvings. Does anything compare 
with this loss? 


The Derby Mansion would have been the su- 
preme example of Mcintire’s architectural carving, 
so it’s hard to compare this loss. There were over 
700 ornaments from the interior and exterior of

The inkstand was made by the preeminent 19th- 
century Indian silversmiths Hamilton & Company. 
Established in 1811, Hamilton & Company became 
the most prolific colonial silver workshop in India, 
with sites in Calcutta, Bombay and Simla. The firm 
remained in business for more than 150 years 


before closing in 1971. 


Visually arresting, the inkstand is a highly individu- 
al variant of the silver vessels produced during the 
19th century in Calcutta, the center of British life 
in India and a frequent port of call for Salem ships. 
Indian silversmiths in the 19th century incorpo- 
rated both European and Indian expressions in 
their works, creating forms of great beauty and 
technical skill.“This inkstand is one of the most 


interesting and unusual forms produced by Ham- 


ilton & Company,’ Corrigan says. “The inkstand’s 
function is secondary to its form. Its surfaces — 
alternately stippled and smooth — and its sinuous 
lines make this fundamentally a sculpture in silver.’ 
Ornate cherubs surround a candlestick, a direct 
source of light that would have been reflected off 
the polished silver surfaces. Slightly asymmetrical 
cut-glass nautilus shells with silver caps held the 
ink. “The new inkstand also clearly connects to 
our maritime art collection and the Art & Nature 


Center,’ she says. 


PEM has additional masterpieces from Hamilton & 
Company’s workshops, including another ornate 
inkstand in an entirely different style. Presented 

in 1837 to the Rev. William Hodge Mill of Bishop's
